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The  following  genealogical  record  relates  to  the  original  settler  in  New 
York  bearing  the  name  of  Conde,  and  to  the  five  succeeding  generations  uf  this 
settler’s  descendants.  Every  name  and  date  included  in  this  genealogy  has  been 
carefully  verified  from  original  sources,  and  so  far  as  possible,  references  are 
given  to  church  records,  burial  markers,  historical  documents  and  family  Bibles, 
where  these  data  may  be  affirmed. 

It  is  said  by  some  that  the  original  settler  of  this  name  in  New  York,  Adam 
Conde,  was  descended  through  Godfrey  de  Conde,  a  Huguenot  of  the  Sixteenth 
Century,  from  the  royal  family  of  France  that  produced  the  Great  Conde  (le 
Grand  Conde).  The  writer  found  a  card  index  in  the  Bibliotheque  Wallonne, 
Pieterskerkhof,  48,  Leiden,  Holland,  listing  perhaps  a  hundred  individuals 
named  Conde.  However,  Adam  Conde  was  brought  over  to  America  as  a  child, 
and  on  the  long  voyage  both  his  parents  died  of  ship  fever.  For  this  reason,  the 
archives  of  Leiden  are  of  no  service  in  tracing  the  family  until  the  name  of 
Adam  Conde’s  parents  can  be  ascertained.  Upon  his  arrival  in  America,  the 
child,  Adam  Conde,  found  a  home  in  the  family  of  Johannes  Lansing  (1675- 
1771),  who  was  one  of  the  early  Dutch  settlers  of  Albany,  New  York.  As 
Johannes  Lansing  married  Helena  Sanders  in  1704,  Adam  Conde  probably 
reached  America  subsequent  to  that  date. 

On  Sept.  29,  1724,  Adam  Conde  was  elected  Constable  of  the  First  Ward 
of  Albany  for  the  ensuing  year;  and  on  Sept.  29,  1725,  he  was  elected  High 
Constable  of  Albany  for  the  ensuing  year  (Munsell:  “Annals  of  Albany,”  Vol. 
8).  Subsequently  Adam  Conde  removed  to  Schenectady,  New  York,  and  on 
April  12,  1734,  he  joined  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Schenectady  (Records 
of  the  Rfd.  Dutch  Ch.,  Sch’dy.,  1694-1800).  His  name  appears  on  a  list  of 
freeholders  of  the  Town  of  Schenectady,  dated  April  3,  1744  (Pearson:  Hist,  of 
Sch’dy  Patent,  p.  37). 

On  October  30,  1736,  Adam  Conde  married  Catherine  de  Graaf,  born  Jan. 
10,  1719,  daughter  of  Jesse  de  Graaf  and  Aeltie  (Alida)  Hennions  (Sanders: 
Early  Hist,  of  Sch’dy:  Trouw-Boek  Rfd.  Dutch  Ch.,  Sch’dy,  1694-1800).  His 
wife  joined  the  church  on  July  15,  1742  (Records  Rfd.  Dutch  Ch.,  1694-1800). 

Dutch  was  the  native  language  of  the  early  settlers,  and  English  the  official 
language  at  this  period,  which  resulted  in  considerable  confusion  in  spelling  and 
in  the  use  of  proper  names.  Variations  of  the  name  Conde  appear  on  the  records 
as  Konde,  Condy,  Condey,  Condesche,  Condie,  and  Condeze. 

On  July  18,  1748,  Adam  Conde  was  killed  by  the  Indians  at  the  Beukendal 
massacre,  which  was  one  of  the  last  outrages  of  the  old  French  and  Indian  war. 
This  occurred  near  the  old  De  Graaf  house  about  three  miles  west  of  Schenec¬ 
tady  on  the  Sacandaga  turnpike.  This  house  was  still  standing  in  1920,  but  has 
recently  crumbled  into  the  cellar.  In  his  boyhood  the  writer  explored  this  old 
house,  and  found  holes  in  the  siding  claimed  to  be  bullet  holes  made  during  this 
historic  fight. 

There  are  a  number  of  accounts  of  the  massacre  which  differ  only  in  minor 
details  (Pearson:  History  of  Schenectady  Patent;  Sanders:  Early  History  of 
Schenectady).  The  tradition  in  the  Conde  family  which  is  fully  as  authentic  as 
the  others,  especially  as  the  family  has  lived  for  generations  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  relates  that  a  party  of  men  had  assembled  to  “raise”  a  barn  on  the  Toll 
property,  near, .the  De  Graaf  house,  when  they  heard  a  turkey  call  up  the  little 
creek  from  which  Beukendal,  or  Beech  Valley,  gets  its  name.  The  party  ac- 
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cordingly  took  their  guns  and  started  up  the  gully  in  pursuit  of  the  game,  but  had 
gone  only  a  short  distance  when  they  were  ambushed  by  Indians.  Those  who 
survived  the  first  onslaught  retreated  to  the  De  Graaf  house  which  they  defended 
until  relieved  by  a  party  of  militia  from  Schenectady.  In  this  skirmish  twenty 
men  were  killed,  Adam  Conde  being  one  of  the  number,  and  thirteen  or  four¬ 
teen  were  taken  captive  and  carried  back  to  Canada.  The  dead  were  taken  to 
Schenectady  and  laid  out  in  the  barn  of  Abraham  Mabie  on  Church  Street.  All 
these  were  undoubtedly  interred  in  the  old  church  burying  ground  which  lay 
under  what  is  now  the  intersection  of  State  and  Church  streets ;  the  location  now 
being  marked  by  a  stone  bearing  a  bronze  tablet.  Over  this  spot  now  Hows  the 
entire  traffic  across  the  great  new  bridge  spanning  the  Mohawk  river,  dedicated 
in  1926,  and  known  as  the  ‘‘Great  Western  Gateway.”

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  first  child  was  obviously  named  after  Johannes 
Lansing,  who  with  his  wife  acted  as  sponsors  or  godparents,  especially  as  all 
the  other  children  were  named  after  the  maternal  side,  and  the  mother’s  relatives 
acted  as  sponsors.  Thus  the  second  child  was  named  for  the  maternal  grand¬ 
mother;  the  third  for  the  maternal  grandfather;  the  fourth  for  a  maternal  aunt; 
and  the  last  for  his  father,  who  had  been  killed  three  months  previously ;  “ obiit ” 
appears  after  the  father’s  name  on  the  record.  There  could  hardly  be  better 
evidence  of  special  gratitude  or  obligation  to  Johannes  Lansing  and  his  wife. 

Second  Generation.

Sanders 
is  very  loose  in  his  statements,  so  that  it  does  not  imply  more  than  that.  How¬ 
ever,  as  the  family  records  are  very  complete  with  regard  to  the  other  two  sons, 
it  seems  certain  that  Johannes  died  in  infancy  or  early  childhood.

Adam2  Conde  was  a  baker  by  trade,  and  in  1770  lived  on  the  west  corner  of 
Church  and  Front  streets,  Schenectady,  in  what  was  subsequently  known  as  the 
Jeremiah  Fuller  property  (Sanders:  Early  Hist,  of  Sch’dy).  During  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War,  Adam  Conde  was  enlisted  in  the  Second  Regt.,  Albany  Co. 
militia,  under  Col.  Abraham  Wemple  (New  York  in  the  Rev.,  p.  98,  2nd  edi¬ 
tion).  This  service  in  the  Continental  Army  entitles  his  descendants  to  mem¬ 

bership  in  various  patriotic  organizations. 

About  the  year  1782  he  moved  his  family  to  Glenville,  about  eight  miles 
west  of  Schenectady,  where  he  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  and  land  owners.

In  1782,  Johannes  Conde,  then  a  boy  of  twelve  years,  had  the  memorable 
honor  of  shaking  hands  with  General  George  Washington  when  he  passed 
through  Schenectady. 

In  1831,  when  the  celebrated  pioneer  railway  locomotive  “De  Witt-Clinton” 
and  its  train  of  converted  stage  coaches  made  its  initial  trip  between  Albany 
and  Schenectady,  Johannes  Conde  and  his  brother,  Judge  Cornelis  S.  Conde, 
were  among  the  passengers.  Johannes  Conde  sat  on  the  driver’s  seat  of  one  of 
the  coaches  with  the  brakeman,  who  operated  the  brakes  with  his  foot  as  on  the 
stage  coaches,  and  by  reason  of  the  speed  of  nine  miles  per  hour  and  the  cloud 
of  sparks  flying  back  from  the  wood-burning  engine,  found  the  experience  any¬ 
thing  but  agreeable. 
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Johannes  Conde  was  a  farmer  in  Glenville,  N.  Y.,  and  in  true  pioneer  fash¬ 
ion  built  first  a  log  house,  and  subsequently  a  commodious  colonial  farm  house, 
in  which  the  writer  was  born.  Still  later  he  built  another  farm  house  for  his 
son  Charles  and  his  wife,  on  an  adjoining  farm. 

Mrs.  Eunice  Gates  Conde  was  noted  for  her  earnest  piety  and  substantial 
gifts  to  the  church  and  foreign  missions.
